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Lectures Upon Palestine. j 

Last week a young mac from 
Akron, Ohio, Mr, Marshall, vie- 
ited Ashland and gave two lao- 
tnraa upon hit travels through 
Egypt and the Holy Land. Ha 
was an interesting speaker, and 
dative red hi a discourses in a con- 
, variational style, and taking hia 
audience with him, as it were, 
* in a new journey over the route 
of travel. 

A brief synopsis of bis lecture 
wonld not eeem in place bare, 
bat there were points of interest 
in bis remarks upon Palestine 
which wilt certainly entertain 
the reader. 

The speaker, being a young 
man, took hold ot many items 
which he viewed with the 
thoughts of the Second Coming 
of Christ before him, which made 
the discourses donbly interesting. 

One ot the placee of peculiar 
interest, was the cave of Mach- 
pelah, tha place where Abraham 
was buried. It is believed by 
scholars that bis remains can be 
found in the cave today, and with 
them the embalmed body of Jo- 
seph, who was sold into Egypt, 
and later became the second 
ruler of the kingdom. But no 
Christian can gain admission to 
it. The country is still under 
the dominion ot the Mohamme- 
dans and out of a superstitious 
reverence, no bumau being is 
ever permitted to learn any 
thing about the interior of the 
cave or its contents. So far, 
money has not been able to buy 
admittance into it, nor has any 
other consideration been able to 
get a passport to go within. 

God is undoubtedly serving 
bis own wise purposes in this, 
and no doubt there is repos- 
ing with the bones of tbe father 
ot the faithful, Abraham, such 
evidence, could it be reached, 
that would forever seal the mouth 
of the infidel and skeptic against 
making arguments against tbe 
Bible, When God's own ap- 
pointed time haa come, then tbe 
barrier will be taken away and 
the chamber where Abraham 
rests will be visited by Christian 
teaohera and scholars. Tea, hie 
body, too, is likely embalmed 
and when Christ comes and tbe 
resurrect ion of the just shall take 
place, tbe embalmed body will 
arise from its slumber of thou- 
sands of years, and again bow in 
obedience to tbe Eternal God — 
bat tbe body will then be incor- 
ruptible, to be sure. 

Another place of interest was 
old Samaria. Jacob's well re- 
mains to this day, and so do the 
customs oF the time of Christ. 
There is also a traditional tomb 
of Joseph in this region. The 
8amaritans were divided from 
the Jews who worshiped in Je- 
rusalem, and of course when the 
Temple service could no longer 
be kept up, as the Temple was 
destroyed, tbe Samaritans still 
kept up their worship. The 
Passover is kept to tbis day. 
There the speaker taw two wo- 
men grinding at a mill, and the 
old, old custom, by the provi- 
dence ot God has been kept up 
there, and will be kept up until 
Christ comes, bq that there will 
be a literal fulfillment of the Ba- 
vior's prophecy. 

Another place of interest was 
the plain of Esdraelon, tbe bat- 
tlefield of the earth. Dr. Clark 
•ays : 'Warrior* out of every na- 
tion under heaven have pitched 
their tents in the Plain of Es- 
draelon, and have held the var- 
ious bannera of their nation wet 


with tbe dews of Harmon and 
Tabor.' 

This Plain is the Armageddon 
ot Bar. 16:16, and hare 'the 
battle of that great day of God 
Almighty' will be fought. In 
that Plain of Esdraelon. The 
Re vela tor saw three unclean 
spirits like frogs some out of the 
mouth of the dragon, and oat of 
the mouth ot the beast, and out 
of the mouth of the (alee prophet. 
The Revelator farther says that 
'They are the spirits of devils, 
working miracles, which go forth 
unto tbe kings ot the earth and 
of tbe whole world, to gather 
them to tbe battle of tbe great 
day.' The sixth aagel poors oat 
his vail of tbe wrath of God, 
which will dry up the rivers so 
that the 'kings ot tbe east might 
be prepared.' 

It is worth while to stop a 
moment and soberly view the 
scene, in anticipation, ot that 
wonderful battle, as it is rapidly 
approaching. 

This battle will be fought in 
the Plains of Esdraelon by 
soldiers of Christian nations on 
one side, lead by England, Rus 
sia and probably tbe United 
States, with zealous Christian 
soldiers out of every Christian 
country under heaven. But 
England will be tbe chief power. 
She now has virtual control ot 
Egypt ou the weet which will be 
necessary for the successful work 
ot tbe Christian army, England 
haa chief control of tbe Suez 
canal, which God has caused to 
be made for the speedy trans- 
portation of soldiers, and she is 
also mistress of the Mediterran- 
ean sea. Russian armies will at- 
tack the Turkish empire on the 
north and drive it south into this 
Plain. At this time the miracle 
working spirits that looked like 
frags, will nrge the Mohan 
medan kings all through 
Africa and Asia and the isles to 
hasten into Palestine to resist 
the advancing armies trom the 
north and by tbe Mediterranean 
tea, and to be effectual they will 
be able to perform certain mir- 
acles, and will pareuade them. 
God will aid them by drying up 
the river Euphrates. There is 
little progress in the people of 
that laud aod there, are no 
bridges, except now and then 
one, and the river, of its usual 
size would greatly hinder a 
marching army. 

The fanaticism of the Moslems 
will be worked up to the highest 
pitch by the frog looking spirits, 
and tbay will gather by millions 
into- Palestine, to tbe contest that 
they will feel muet be the 
triumph of their religion, or will 
be its end. Tbe plain of Arma- 
geddon is about two hundred and 
titty feet below the level of the 
Mediterranean sea. The sup- 
position is that the Christian 
armies will succeed in driving 
the Turks into this valley, and 
then the earthquake of Kev. 
16 : 18 will break the banks ot 
the sea two hundred and fifty 
feet above, and the whole army 
will be drowned like Pharaoh 
and bis hosts were in tbe sea. 
At any rate the Mosien k slowly 
losing his foothold in Europe, 
and a great contest between them 
and Christian nations is coming 
rapidly on. 

Soon after tbis great battle, 
the Pope and his power will he

destroyed from tba face of the 
earth by tbe direct wrath of God, 
which will mark tha coming of 
Christ. Christ waa very par- 
ticular to tell us to watcb (or 
him. and be ready, and this line 
of Christian thought should now 
receive earnest attention, that 
the Lord does not come upon us 
as a thief in the night. 

At Jerusalem tbe lecturer met 
a band of Christians who came 
there from Chicago, Illinois, to 
await the coming of Christ. 
They had all things common, aa 
did tbe church at Jerusalem, in 
tbe days ol the apostles. 

There are thousands of pil- 
grims coming from all parts of 
tbe earth, and especially from 
Russia. Russia has peculiar in- 
terest in the Holy Land, and he 
said there wse not a city in that 
vast country ot any considerable 
tize tbat did not have Holy 
Water — that ie water that waa 
dipped out of Jordan by pil- 
grims, and carried back. Many 
other highly interesting things, 
were told, of which there is not 
space to, write about now. 


A mysterious explosion caused 
severe it not fatal injuries to six 
workmen in New York on Jan. 
19. They wee preparing the 
foundation for a mammoth gat- 
holder in Sixty second Street, 
and while making their excava- 
tions a tremendous explosion 
shook the earth, and huge blocks 
of stone were hurled it. to the air. 
There was a general stampede of 
the men at work, but as there 
were no more explosions they 
returned after a time to see if 
any of their number had been in- 
jured. They fonnd six men im- 
prisoned ander pieces of rook. 
Two of them bad broken legs, 
three of them were hurt on the 
head, and the sixth had received 
spinal injury. An examination 
ot the place showed that the ex- 
plosion bad been caused by a 
dynamite cartridge, which one 
of the men had struck witb hit 
pick. It had been placed there 
a week before, when the blasting 
was done. It had tailed to ex* 
plode then, and bad been for- 
gotten. Analogous catastrophea 
sometimes occur in the spiritual 
and moral world. Bine which 
have not been found out have re- 
mained so long concealed tbat 
the very perpetrator* have for- 
gotten them, bat expose and 
retribution are ears to come at 
the final judgment, if not in tbis 
lite.
